Further, the Commission finds that the amount of loss sustained shall be
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increased by interest thereon at the rate of 6% per amnum from August 6, 1960,
the date of loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the settlement

thereof. (See Haskew, supra.)

The Commission certifies that MABEL C. MACHAMER and BETTY M. KOLIK suc-
ceeded to and suffered a loss, as a result of actions of the Government of
Cuba, within the scope of Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act
of 1949, as amended, in the amount of Two Thousand Three Hundred Nineteen
Dollars and Seventy-three Cents ($2,319.73) with interest at 6% per annum

from August 6, 1960 to the date of settlement.
